Rebuild Cities 


C LEV ELA N D (A P) 
— Vice 
President Hubert H. Humphrey 
proDOsed today that the federal 
government underwrite a multi- 
billion-dollar loan program to 
save and perfect the natron’s 
cities. 
The vice president advocated 
the creation of a national urban 
development 
bank, 
supported 
m ainly 
by 
nongovernmental 
funds, to finance projects “ espe­ 
cially. but not exclusively, in 
the inner cities.” 
Humohrev. 
campaigning 
for 
the 
Democratic 
presidential 
nomination, outlined the prooos- 
al as part of a “ M arshall Plan 
for American cities” in a speech 
prepared for the City Club. 
Starting with an initial appro­ 
priation of federal funds, the 
bank would finance its opera­ 
tions by sales of federally guar­ 
anteed bonds to private inves­ 
tors. 
Humphrey said. 
It also 
would charter regional banks to 
finance development of specific 
metropolitan areas. 
He said the banks would fund 
nonprofit neighborhood develop- 
ment 
corporations, 
guarantee 
loans for inner city and m etro 
politan development, offer loans 
to inner city small-business men 
and fund housing developments. 
By establishing the bank w itt 
an 
assured 
source of funds, 
Humphrey 
said, 
long 
range 
planning 
would be 
facilitated 
and encouraged instead of being 
“ inhibited by the uncertainties 
of 
the 
annual 
apj>ropriations 
process.” 
He earlier had presented pro­ 
posals to deal with civil disor­ 
ders and to expand federal edu­ 
cation programs. 
Before the speech, Humphrey 
olaaned to visit antipoverty pro­ 
jects, including a job program 
for the city’s Spanish-American 
population 
and 
a 
com munity 
clean-up 
program 
employing 
some 400 young people. 
As he did with education last 
week, Humphrey proposed that 
the needs of the nation’s cities 
be financed with some of the ad­ 
ditional billions of dollars to be 
raised under present taxes be­ 
cause of economic 
expansion 
and with funds that w ill become 
available with the end of the 
Vietnam war.

create confusing situations

the “ checkerboard” of cities in 
metropolitan Detroit, with regu­ 
lations varying widely between 
adjacent communities and trav­ 
elers unintentionally violating a 
curfew.

The problem was studied 
for a year and a half and sev­ 
eral conclusions drawn: that the 
region was not making best use 
of federal and state programs 
already available; that as good 
as the program s were, they 
were not sufficient to meet, the 
scope and depth of the prob­ 
lems responsible for the decline. 
New Agency Formed 
As a result, the Appalachia 
study commission asked for a 
new agency — the Appalachian 
Regional Commission — to co­ 
ordinate federal and state pro­ 
grams and to take a hard look 
at the regional problems and de­ 
sign special programs to help. 
Francis said the record of 
Appalachia is impressive. From 
1965 to 1967. a total of $750 
million in special assistance was 
poured into the area for high­ 
way construction. Another $312 
j million was used for develop- 
i ing libraries, vocational educa- 
i tion, higher education, sewage 
treatm ent, hospitals and air­ 
ports. 
In addition, the commission 
was granted $6.5 million to use 
as supplem ental help to com- 
! munities who could not meet 
the local shares required for 
other programs.

Youth And Politics 


Politicians, along with 
a great number of other 
members of our adult population, are concerned todav 
with the youth of our nation. 
William F. Mc Laughlin, vice chairman of the Mich­ 
igan State Republican 
Central Committee 
and a top 
leader in the GOP campaign in Michigan, touched on the 
subject in his tour of the Upper Peninsula holding can­ 
didate schools last week. 
“Our young adults and teenagers — the adults of 
tomorrow — need guidance in becoming interested in 
politics and government/' McLaughlin declared. “All too 
many of our young people are confused and disturbed 
by what is taking place around them. Despite their ef­ 
fort to put up a brave front and to disdain advice from 
their elders, they will listen when we offer the counsel 
they really want to hear." 
McLaughlin pointed out that the personal conduct 
of today’s government officials has become — rightly or 
wrongly — the more or less accepted standard for our 
national morality and sense of values and purposes.

The situation is illustrated by the reaction of young 
people to public figures 
today. The almost 
frenzied 
adulation that was once reserved for movie stars, out­ 
standing athletes and military heroes now is turned 
full force upon our politicians. Consciously or uncon­ 
sciously, McLaughlin says, each of the teenagers or 
young adults identifies himself with a certain national 
political figure, even to the extent of parroting his words 
and trying to copy his mannerisms. 
The politician of today has become the national 
hero to scores of millions of young people who—within 
the next five to IO years — will have the voting power 
to control government at every level, he says. 
* 
* 
* 
That’s why, according to the Michigan Republican 
Party campaign leader, adults must do their part in 
bringing about a higher grade of politics and better 
government. It is an adult responsibility to make sure 
that the men and women who run for public office are 
the best qualified that can be found. 
There has been an unusual surge of political interest 
among the young this year. Many young people have 
played an active role in the primary campaign of Senator 
Eugene McCarthy. 
McLaughlin’s appeal to adults to provide guidance 
in an effort to get young people interested in politics is 
well taken. 
*

* 
It is a fact, long known to political scientists, that 
young voters do not participate notably at the polls. 
Even though almost 11 Vi million young men and wom­ 
en will be old enough to vote for President for the first 
time this year, their vote is not likely to be overly sig­ 
nificant. Figures on the 1964 election compiled by the 
Census Bureau indicate that only 50.9 per cent of voters 
in the 21 to 24 age bracket cast a ballot. Rallot box par­ 
ticipation by voters aged 45 to 64, on the other hand, 
was 75.9 per cent. 
It is the right — and the responsibility — of all 
citizens, young and old, to become politically active. 
Never in the 179-vear history of this nation have gov­ 
ernments at all levels been burdened with greater re­ 
sponsibilities and more complex problem than they are 
today. And never has there been a more pressing de­ 
mand for the highest quality of leadership and ability 
in our public officials at all levels. 
• 
* 
* 
Equal rights for all, crime and juvenile delinquency, 
an ever-increasing cost of living, pollution of the water 
we use and the air we breathe, a steadily rising call for 
expanded services to the public — all of these problems 
must be met in one way or another by governments. 
And the degree in which they will be met and solved 
will depend upon the quality of the men and women 
elected to government office and tile support they are 
given after they take office.
